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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 2-14-2006 was considered by 
the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 6 and 15-17 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Fukuda et al. (5,040,024) in view of Tanaka et al. (JP6 1-1 80252 A). 

Fukuda et al. teaches a toner cartridge having a tapered portion, a replenishment port, 
shutter, and cap. 

Tanaka et al. teaches a lid for a cartridge that has a transparent window to indicate the 
color of the stored toner and a handle for easy handling of the cartridge. 

The examiner takes official notice that it is known in the art to use recycled material to 
form a toner cartridge. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to use recycled material to form the toner cartridge to reduce the cost of 
the cartridge and to protect the environment. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to use the teaching of Tanaka et al. with the image forming device of Fukuda et al. to 
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easily obtain the color and the amount of the toner in a cartridge and to enhance the operability 
of loading the cartridge (abstract: lines 1-end). 

Prior Art 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Amashiro teaches pertinent prior art.

5. Claims 3-5, 8-12, and 14 are allowed.
